“Not one of the six German compa- 
nies doing business in San Francisco 
prior to the fire paid the policies at 100 
cents on the dollar,” said Representa- 
tive Kahn. This is in marked contrast 
tu the seventeen English companies 
writing business in that city, for most 
of the latter paid their obligations in 
fuli. Three of the German companies 
had. immediately after the fire denied 
all liabilities and withdrawn from the 
State.

MAN ARRESTED FOR SELLING
